FRENCH TROOPS GUARDING ROAD NEAR ROYE 


Correspondent Describes 
Mid- 


night Battle on the Yser. 


Savage and Desperate Fighting, Men 


Struggling Hand to Hand In the 


Water—Dlxmude a Cemetery 


London.—The correspondent of the 


Dally Mail In Northern France, tele- 
graphing regarding the fighting on 
the River Yser, says: 


"There are 2,500 German bodies in 


the Yser canal this morning after the 
fighting in the night. Many of-them 
were drowned and others were bay- 
oneted. The water itself was bloody, 
while Dlxmude's streets were strewn 
thick with tbe dead. 


"These ghoulish facts alone give 


some idea of the savageness of tbe 
fighting, the desperation of the Ger- 
man attacks and the stubbornness of 
the allies' resistance. 


"THe night was a hell from dark to 


dawn. At almost every point of the 
line man wa* opposed by man, some- 
times at a few hundred yards' dis- 
tance, but more often in close grips. 
Face to face, men even wrestled and 
died by drowning each other in the 
canal's waters. The Germans had had 
orders to get through that night, cost 
what It might. 


"An officer of theirs, who was cap- 


tured, said that the delay of more 
than a week in crossing this water- 
way has incensed the military mind In 
Germany. 


"Probably 5,000 of them gave their 


lives last night. They could not give 
more, yet they failed, but not because 
the Germans did not literally obey 
their orders. They crossed the water- 
way, but once through they could not 
make good. They were mowed down 
with rifle shot, torn into human frag- 
ments by shells and bayoneted back 
yard by yard over their own dead into 
the waters of the.canal. 


"Into the very gray of the morning 


this bloody work went on to fiercely 
that there was hardly a trench or 
bridge guard in the whole line that 
did not Imagine that he had been sin- 
gled out for special attack. 


"Those who crossed the river to 


the north and northeast ot Dixmude, 
probably 2,000 were met by a fine 
rally of the Belgian Infantry and of 
tbe cavalry, who had tethered their 
horse*, and were driven by main 
force at the bayonet's point to the 
canal and Into It 


"About three thousand German In- 


fantrymen got Into Dixmude. They 
held (t tor a time, but with shell ore 
and rifle the place was riddled through 
and through. The Germans dashed 
out ot the crumbling houses only to 
be wiped out by shrapnel. 


"When Sunday morning broke the 


dead and wounded were everywhere. 
Dixmnde was a cemetery, but In the 
woods not fa- away the Germans lin- 
gered. They held a position under a 
desperate fire and eventually were re- 
enforced. The allies could not oust 
them and the Oermant are still acrou 
the Teer." 


The Dally Mail's correspondent near 


the Tier river, under date ot Sunday, 
dilating on the ferocity of the German 
attempts to get across the river, says:

Brave Frenchmen Are "Cited in 


the Order of the Day." 


Laconic Paragraphs That Tell of Some 


Thrilling Deeds of Gallantry by 


Soldiers of the Republic. 


'Chicago.—One of the greatest hon- 


ors which can be accorded to a French 
soldier is to be "cited in the order of 
the day," says Paul Scott Mowrer, 
correspondent of the Chicago News, 
In" a cablegram 
from 
Paris. 
I 


give the following typical excerpts 
from a newly published list. Each par- 
agraph covers a thrilling feat" of 
bravery, which, properly told, would 
quicken the reader's heart. 
Yet here 


they are as laconic as telegrams: 


"Fragnaud, a re-enlisted soldier of 


the Sixth Infantry, all the officers of 
the company being killed, took com- 
mand himself and fell mortally wound- 
ed while leading his men into the fir- 
ing at the edge of a wood. 


"Lapouble, second lieutenant in the 


Fifty-seventh Infantry, already twice 
wounded, con'tlnued to lead the com- 
bat at the head of his section with 
an ardor above praise until the mo- 
ment when he was struck dead. 


"Felici, captain, and Han, lieuten- 


ant in the Twelfth infantry, during 
eight days, with tireless tenacity, re- 
sisted heroically a heavy artillery bom- 
bardment and infantry attacks 50 
yards distant. 
When they quitted 


the farm which they had occupied 
they left behind crumbling, walls. 


"St Ongey, a sergeant In the Forty- 


ninth Infantry, led forward a hesitat- 
ing section and was the first to fling 
himself into tbe enemy's trenches, 
despite the most violent fire. 


"Locaze, second lieutenant in the 


34th Infantry, an officer of the greatest 
courage, having received tbe first 
wound, which broke his wrist, kept 
command of his section under the 
most violent fire. He received a sec- 
ond wound only a tew yards from the 
German trenches. 


"Dantln, captain in the 242d ln.t«f 


try, distinguished himself by ItfetPAn.!! 
his company in trenches, riddle^ by 
bullet* and shelK He wu klll«d there 
with half Ui m«o. 


"Joly, lieutenant In the 3d tirail- 


leur*, was grlevouily wounded while 
charging at tbe head of hit company 
to cover the retreat of a battalion of 
Zouaves, to whose retcue he b£d ber£ 
sent." 


Many feat* of heroism are over- 


looked In the orders of the day. Here 
I* one example: The colonel ot a 
certain regiment, learning that the 
German* were about to resume the 
offensive, wUhed to warn the various 
companies of hi* regiment scattered In 
a series of trenche* along the front 
He catted for volunteer* to carry word 
and the first man to itep forward 
wa* Corporal Rene Granger, barely 
eighteen year* ot age, who enlisted 
at the beginning ot the war. He 
reached the Brit trench lately and 
had to cross an exposed itretch ot 
300 yard* to a aeeond trench near a 
clump ot tree*. 
Juit before he 


reached It a bullet itruck htm In the 
thigh. 
Granger quietly itepped be- 


hind a tree, bandaged hlmielt and 
dragged himself to the trench. The 
oncer In command there begged htm 
to remain quietly, but Granger In- 
•lited that he must vl*lt the two re- 
maining tranche*. 


He reached the nearett trench •ut- 


tering but determined. The ta*t trench 
wa* too yard* away and the moat ex-

MOTOR GUN ROUTS GERMANS 


Belgian War Machine Daehe* Into 


KaUer'a Ranks, and Many 


Are Killed. 


London.—The correspondent of the 


Chronicle at Ghent says the Belgian 
trmored automobile, carrying a Max- 
im gun, has again accomplished a 
notable exploit 
He says: 


"To the north of Alost the armored 


car came suddenly around the cor- 
ner and ran into a party of German 
cavalry and cyclists 
The cavalrymen 


had dismounted and the automobile's 
gun annihilated most of them before 
they could remount. 


"Then the car started In pursuit of 


the cyclists, killing six. As they fled 
along the road, dodging shots and tak- 
ing shelter behind trees when possi- 
ble, four others were wounded and 
several were captured. 


"The commander of the car. Lieu- 


tenant Delhalx, returned to headquar- 
ters with helmets, overcoats, saddlery 
and cycles. He carried a crew of 
only four men. There are, however, 
always many volunteers for these ex- 
peditions. The Germans refer to the 
car as a land cruiser."

Dally Mail In Northern France, tele- 
graphing regarding the fighting on 
:he River Yser, says: 


'There are 2,500 German bodies in 


he Yser canal this morning after th< 
fighting In the night. Many of- them 
were drowned and others were bay 
oneted. The water itself was bloody 
while Dlxmude's streets were strewn 
thick with the dead. 


'These ghoulish facts alone give 


some idea of the savageness of the 
fighting, the desperation of the Ger 
man attacks and the stubbornness o 
the allies' resistance. 


"The 
night was a hell from dark tc 


dawn. At almost every point of the 
ine man was opposed by man, some 
times at a few hundred yards' dis 
ance, but more often in close grips 
Face to face, men even wrestled and 
died by drowning each other in the 
canal's waters. The Germans had ha< 
orders to get through that night, cos 
what it might. 


"An officer of theirs, who was cap- 


ured, said that the delay of more 
ban a week in crossing this water 
way has incensed the military mind In 
Sermany. 


'Probably 5,000 of them gave their 


Ives last night They could not give 
more, yet they failed, but not because 
he Germans did not literally obey 
heir orders. They crossed the water 
way, 
but once through they could not 


make good. They were mowed down 
with rifle shot, torn into human frag 
menti by shells and bayoneted back 
•ard by yard over their own dead into 
he waters of the. canal. 
"Into the very gray of the morning 


his bloody work went on to fiercely 
hat there was hardly a trench or 
bridge guard in the whole line that 
did not Imagine that he had been sin 
gled out for special attack. 


"Thole who crossed the river to 


he north and northeast of Dixmude 
robably 2,000 were met by a fine 
ally of the Belgian infantry and of 
he cavalry, who had tethered their 
horse*, and were driven by main 
force «t tha bayonet's point to the 
canal and Into It 


"About three thousand German in- 


fantrymen got into Dixmude. They 
held It tor a time, but with shell Ore 
and rtfl« the place was riddled through 
and through. The Germans dashed 
out of the crumbling houses only to 
be wiped out by shrapnel. 


"When Sunday morning broke the 


dead and •wounded were everywhere. 
Dlirande was a cemetery, but In the 
woods not fa" away the Germans lin- 
gered. They held a position under a 
desperate fire and eventually wen re- 
enforced. The allies could not oust 
them and the Germans are still acroM 
the fur."

Each par- 
agraph covers a thrilling feat" of 
bravery, which, properly told, would 
quicken the reader's heart. 
Yet here 


they are as laconic as telegrams: 


"Fragnaud, a re-enlisted soldier of 


the Sixth Infantry, all the officers of 
the company being killed, took com- 
mand himself and fell mortally wound- 
ed while leading his men into the fir- 
ing at the edge of a wood. 


"Lapouble, second lieutenant in the 


Fifty-seventh Infantry, already twice 
wounded, con'tlnued to lead the com- 
bat at the head of his section with 
an ardor above praise until the mo- 
ment when he was struck dead. 


"Felici, captain, and Han, lieuten- 


ant in the Twelfth infantry, during 
eight days, with tireless tenacity, re- 
sisted heroically a heavy artillery bom- 
bardment and infantry attacks 50 
yards distant. 
When they quitted 


the farm which they had occupied 
they left behind crumbling, walls. 


"St Ongey, a sergeant in the Forty- 


ninth infantry, led forward a hesitat- 
ing section and was the first to fling 
himself into the enemy's trenches, 
despite the most violent fire. 


"Locaze, second lieutenant in the 


34th Infantry, an officer of the greatest 
courage, having received the first 
wound, which broke his wrist, kept 
command of his section under the 
most violent fire. He received a sec- 
ond wound only a tew yards from the 
German trenches. 


"Dantin, captain in the 242d Infan- 


try, distinguished himself by lft«j%pjtatt 
his company in trenc.b,ej riddle^ fcy 
bullet* aqd shell*. He w»l kUl*4 there 
with half hi* men. 


"Joly, lieutenant In the 3d tirail- 


leur*, was grievouily wounded while 
charging at the head of hi* company 
to cover the retreat of a battalion of 
Zouaves, to whose reacu* he b«d bee; 
sent." 


Many feat* of heroism are over- 


looked In the orders of the day. Here 
is one example: The colonel of 
certain regiment, learning that the 
German* were about to resume the 
offensive, wUhed to warn the various 
companies of hi* regiment scattered In 
a series of trenches along the front 
He called for volunteer* to carry word 
and the first man to itep forward 
wa* Corporal Rene Granger, barely 
eighteen years of age, who enlisted 
at the beginning of the war. He 
reached the first trench safely and 
had to cross an exposed stretch of 
300 yard* to a second trench near a 
clump of tree*. 
Just before he 


reached It a bullet (truck htm In the 
thigh. Granger quietly stepped be- 
hind a tree, bandaged himself and 
dragged himself to the trench. The

MOTOR GUN ROUTS GERMANS 


Belgian War Machine Da»he« Into 


KaUer'a Ranks, and Many 


Are Killed. 


London.—The correspondent of the 


Chronicle at Ghent says the Belgian 
tLftnored automobile, carrying a Max 
Ira gun, has again accomplished a 
notable exploit 
He says: 


"To the north of Alost the armored 


car came suddenly around tbe cor 
ner and ran into a party of German 
cavalry and cyclists 
The cavalrymen 


had dismounted and the automobile's 
gun annihilated most of them before 
they could remount. 


"Then the car started In pursuit of 


the cyclists, killing six. As they fled 
along the road, dodging shots and tak- 
ing shelter behind trees when possl 
ble, four others were wounded anc 
several were captured. 


"The commander of the car. Lieu- 


tenant Delhalx, returned to headquar- 
ters with helmets, overcoats, saddlery 
and cycles. He carried a crew of 
only four men. There are, however 
always many volunteers for these ex 
pedltlons. The Germans refer to the 
car as a land cruiser."
